Pekin, Sept. 15.—Ministers of the 


entente powers have advised the for- 
eign office that their governments are 
willing to wait for the Boxer indem- 
nity payments for five years, Russia 
waives only one-third of the first por- 
tion of the indemnity, requiring the 
remainder because of her financial 
straits:

., The United States, it is said, prob- 
ftbly will ratify the action of the en- 
tentn nations, but will not waive its 
portion of the Boxer indemnity, which 
is necessary to maintain the Chinese 
students in America. 


The entente countries also 
will 


grant to China the privilege of in- 
creasing her tariff to an effective five 
per cent, which represents something 
like a two per cent rise. They will 
concede to China the right to send 
troops through the foreign concessions 
at Tsien Tsin if necessary. The Ital- 
ian minister has withdrawn his re- 
quest that Italy be given the rights to 
the Austrian concessions at Tien Tain.

This is a million times more im- 
portant than tile capture ot HI**, for* 
seen when I was in Petrograd, and in 
itself, not amotfsUog to much. 


" But tiie misunderstanding is a grave 
matter, likely to lead to consequences 
stai more berious. 


Russia's misunderstanding about 
the United States is chiefly the work 
of the group of pro-German highbind- 
ers In the United States senate, ted by 
old- Bin stone, tor these continually 
misrepresent and pervert the United 
States to the Russian ratna. 


Our misunderstanding ot Russia is 
due principally to the "good story" 
habit of the American newspaper and 
the fact that the English speaking 
colony in Russia, as everywhere else, 
is reactionary and totally out of sym- 
pathy with the revolution. 
There are 180,000,000 people in Rus- 
sia, rvery day among them will hap- 
pen; about 10 events, let us say. that 
might be cabled as n«jw» to America. 
On an average about two of the 10 
are rent here. Everything depends 
upon the choice of the two. . 


By always picking oat two that are 
depressing and ignoring* eight ih*t are 
enamragifcg I can in :hieu wwi-J-s pro- 
dtt«e,tiUPDB£hout the United States the 
fixed impression tUat everything in 
Russia Ha*goae to- perdition.

It is exactly the same way about 
the attitude of Russia and Russians 
toward the war and fighting. 
' There is a certain element in Russia 
that is sick-of the whole business and 
anxious to SB'S" peace made on any old 
terms—no doubt of that 
.There is a certain element among 
the soldiers that would rather run 
away than fight; no doubt of that, 
either. 
There is 'an element In the national 
council that still dreams of the uni- 
versal nation, aH boundaries broken 
down and all governments, except one, 
abolished. 
There Is an-element on tfie German 
payroll that runs about preaching the 
German- cause and opposing any ac- 
tive warfare.

Exerr day in the week you can take 
the views and ideas of these elements 
and prove to your own perfect satis- 
faction that Russia wiU never fight 
again- and is on the point ot deserting 
the allies. 
But none of these opinions 


woufd reflect average and typical 
Russia. 
In exactly the same way her* » 
feigner could take La Follette 
and Gronna and prove that w» are 
a nation of crack brained fanatic* 
working for an autocratic form of 
government, or take-old BIB Stone 
and prove that we are a nation of 
yellow streak*. • 
Average and typical Russia, like 


average and typical America— 
that ia the thing that wilt decide, 
and the best way to get at real 
Russia was at the national council 
of workmen's, soldiers' and peas- 
ants' delegates. 
It is extraordinary that not one ot 
the pronhetff that send out pessimism 
about Russia ever went near the 
council. Some ol them did not know 
it existed, and some had it all mixed 
up in their minds with the local coun- 
cil ot 'Petrograd. 
In the council sat about 140 Bol- 
shevies, or extreme radicals, for one 
reason or another in favor of imme- 
diate peace-on any terms.

The last legislature materially 
increased the appropriation for the 
national guard, in anticipation of the 
organization of a second regiment, 
and the amount available for the cur- 
rent biennium is $85,000. 


Governor Given Authority.
